Even if hurricane bypasses province, expert expects loomm of rain in 12 hrs

Bill is bringing a whole lot 
of wind and wet stuff 
when he blows through 
our region Sunday, so 
much so that he could be 
classified as a "strong Cat¬ 
egory 2; marginal Catego¬ 
ry 3” storm, the program 
supervisor for the Canadi¬ 
an Hurricane Centre said 
Thursday evening. 

“We just want people to 
know that something very 
significant is coming,” Pe¬ 
ter Bowyer said from his 
Dartmouth office. “We’re 
watching this still over 
the deep tropical Atlantic, 
(and) it looks like it’s 
strengthening.” 

Thursday was too early 
for Environment Canada to 
issue weather warnings, but 
the national weather office 
did start posting public 
bulletins on its website 
at weatheroffice.gc.ca/ 
hurricane. 

Meteorologists are fore¬ 
casting hurricane Bill to 
track just south of Nova 
Scotia on Sunday, Bowyer 
said, adding the centre of 
the storm is expected to 
brush by Cape Breton, 
churning winds of at least 
120 kilometres per hour. 

“By the time it reaches 
any land areas, we’re hop¬ 
ing that those winds will be 
down,” Bowyer said. But he 
emphasized Bill’s track 
could change and warned 
residents to be ready for the 
worst. “If it were to make 
landfall in Nova Scotia ... 
that would be a bad sce¬ 
nario.” 

Even if he passes our 
province completely, he 
said, we can still expect Bill 
to blast the province with at

“We’re going to put the 


boat out on a mooring,” he 
said. “It’s somewhat inse¬ 
cure here ... the whole 
wharf would eventually just 
go with the hurricane.” 

Toole admitted he’s “con¬ 
cerned,” but said people 
here seem “more educated” 
about how to prepare for a 
severe storm since hurri¬ 
cane Juan caught so many 
off guard. 

“We’ll just do eveiything 
we can, make sure eveiy¬ 
thing’s prepared properly 
and hang on,” he said. 
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ENFORCEMENT There was a 
142 per cent increase in 
cellphone drivers ticketed 
by Halifax RCMP in the last 
six months. 

Halifax RCMP gave out 
142 tickets from April to 
September 2008, the first 
six months after using a 
cellphone while driving 
was banned. That number 
spiked to 276 over the last 
six months from Febmaiy 
to July 2009. 

Spokesman Cpl. Joe 
Taplin said officers gave out 
more warnings in the first 
few months. 

“But now it’s strictly en¬ 
forcement,” he said. “Peo¬ 
ple have had enough time 
to adjust.” 

The fine for a first 
offence of using a 
cellphone while driving is 
$164.50. Police say the only 
valid excuse is calling 9-1-1 
during an emergency. 

Drivers text messaging 
also made up a good 
portion of the tickets. 

“That’s even worse 
because when you’re 
texting your head’s down 
looking at what you’re typ¬ 
ing so you’re totally distract¬ 
ed from the road,” he said.

Simulation-based 
surgery a first 

NEUROLOGY A Halifax sur¬ 
geon has performed the 
world’s first simulation- 
based brain surgeiy. 

A release by Capital 
Health and Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity says the surgeon re¬ 
moved a brain tumour this 
week after using a virtual 
reality-based neurosurgi¬ 
cal simulation system. 

“This advanced technol¬ 
ogy is tailor-made for pa¬ 
tient-specific planning — a 
medical advance not yet 
available anj^here else in 
the world,” the release 
said. 

Dr. David Clarke, a pro¬ 
fessor of neurosurgery at 
Dalhousie Medical School 
and staff neurosurgeon at 
Capital Health, performed 
the surgeiy, which was 
constructed using the pa¬ 
tient’s own brain imaging 
studies performed in Hali¬ 
fax.

Do’s, don’ts of hurricane surfing 

Powerful swells from Bill could be 'fun' but 'dangerous': Surfing instructor

Hugh Stolarz plans to surf 
the swell of hurricane Bill 
this weekend. 

He and a small group of 
friends will drive north to 
a “secret spot” where 
waves meet a rocky shore. 

“Normally you get waves 
up to your knee and 
they’re not that fun to 
ride,” he said Thursday. 
“But when you’re in a hur¬ 
ricane or a big storm, you 
get bigger waves that are a 
lot more fun to ride. It’s 
like you’ve been snow¬ 
boarding on the bunny hill 


• Police are warning Nova Sco¬ 
tians to be cautious with hurri¬ 
cane Bill, especially those who 
decide to venture out during 
its peak period. 

"Our concern is for the safe¬ 
ty of the people going to the 
shores to try to get a better 
view of the waves," Halifax 


forever and all of a sudden 
you get a nice big moun¬ 
tain.” 

But the 21-year-old, who 
has surfed the swells asso¬ 
ciated with hurricanes 
dozens of times, said the 


RCMP spokesman Cpl. Joe Ta- 
plin said Thursday. 

“When you get wayward 
waves coming in, it doesn't 
take you long to get sucked 
back to the ocean. So we're 
just advising people to use 
common sense and stay away 
from the shorelines." 


majority of surfers only 
ride the waves before and 
after the hurricane hits 
shore. He also said the best 
way to stay safe is to surf 
with a group. 

“You have to know what 


you’re doing and stay with 
friends who know what 
they’re doing,” he said. 

Juel Maerz, co-owner of 
One Life Surf School near 
Lawrencetown Beach, 
warned surfers to acknowl¬ 
edge their ability level be¬ 
fore surfing hurricane 
Bill’s “expert’’-level waves. 

“Hurricane swells can be 
fun and exciting, but 
they’re also unpredictable 
and dangerous.” 

She agreed with Stolarz 
that surfers should never 
surf alone and added they 
should find sheltered areas 
and communicate with 
lifeguards. 

Maerz said the “incredi¬ 


bly powerful and large” 
swells from Bill are fore¬ 
cast to reach as high as 30 
feet. 

“You can have rogue 
waves within them that 
can be massive,” she said. 

For that reason, Maerz 
warned that amateurs 
shouldn’t overstep their 
limits. 

“This one just happens 
to be one of the biggest 
swells to ever be predicted 
to hit the shores here. 
Surfers will be frothing at 
the mouth, but they might 
not have the water time or 
the experience,” she said. 

“It’s not cool to be un¬ 
safe, it’s cool to be smart.”

Nuts4Ribs a tasty way to raise awareness 

Testicular cancer survivor attempts to educate Atlantic Canadian men — with meat

It's the definitive event for 
rib lovers and charitable 
people — and Saturday it 
hits the Halifax 
waterfront. 

Halifax’s Nuts4Ribs has 
become so popular it’s 
about to expand across 
other provinces — and it 
all began just two years 
ago. 

After being diagnosed 
with testicular cancer in 
August of 2004, Michael 
Kydd was looking for a way 
to educate other men on 
self-examinations. He got 
the idea of using an event 
dear to his heart. 

“I grew up in Ontario 
and at the end of August 
throughout most of south¬ 
ern Ontario there are tons 
of ribfests,” he said. 

“When I moved here I re¬ 
alized there wasn’t a 
ribfest. After my cancer di¬ 
agnosis I wanted to come 
up with a good idea and a 
good concept that would 
be able to educate men 
about the disease.” 

So in 2007 Nuts4Ribs 


was born and organizers 
have been scrambling to 
keep up with its rapid 
growth ever since. 

The first year more than 


2,000 people attended, and 
that grew to almost 7,000 
last year. This year they’ve 
moved the event from Bed¬ 
ford to Halifax next to the 


Waterfront Warehouse to 
accommodate an expected 
crowd of 10,000-plus peo¬ 
ple. 

The lineup Saturday in¬ 


cludes musical guests such 
as 2008 Canadian Idol run¬ 
ner-up Mitch MacDonald,

Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality has to dole out over 
$80,000 to a North Preston 
man who has put with the 
“wretched” smell of the 
sewage treatment plant 
next to his farm for almost 
20 years. 

In a ruling released 
Thursday, Justice Gerald 
Moir of the Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court ordered 
the city to pay out $55,000 
plus interest to Allison 
Willis, 70, who sued the 
municipality for nuisance 
and negligence because of 
being strongly affected by 
the stench. 

“Frequently, Mr. Willis 
could not enjoy the coun¬ 
tryside at his own farm and 
home,” the judge wrote. “I 
find that the odours from 
the sewage plant substan-

tially and unreasonably in¬ 
terfered with Mr. Willis’ 
use of his home.” 

Although Moir found 
nuisance on the municipal¬ 
ity’s part, he did not find 
negligence. “There is no 
proof of carelessness,” his 
decision reads. “The sys¬ 
tem chosen in 1988 was 
conventional, and the 
plant appears to have been 
operated carefully.” 

Mr. Willis lives uphill 
from Winder Lake, where 
the sewage plant was re¬ 
placed last year “because it 
was causing excessive 
amounts of potassium,” ac¬ 
cording to the decision.

Kids stuck waiting for ap¬ 
pointments at Halifax’s hos¬ 
pital for children will no 
longer be provided with 
toys to play with and books 
to read. 

The IWK Health Centre 
announced Thursday it’s re¬ 
moving all toys, books and 
magazines from patient 
waiting areas “to reduce the 
potential spread of HlNl 
flu virus.” 

Kim Allain, infection con¬ 
trol practitioner for the hos¬ 
pital, said those items have 
been removed from the 
emergency departme-nt, 
but are now being taken 
out of other waiting areas 
because of recommenda¬ 
tions from the Public 
Health Agency of Canada. 

“Toys, books and maga¬ 


zines are for communal use 
and aren’t necessarily 
cleaned between eveiy pa¬ 
tient,” Allain explained. “So, 
by us removing them, it 
somewhat interrupts the 
spread of infection.” 

Families can still bring 
their own reading material 
and washable toys if they’re 
coming for a day appoint¬ 
ment, she said, adding child 
life specialists are “putting 
together packages of 
crayons and colouring 
pages” that kids can use 
while they wait and take 
home with them. 

Children who stay 


overnight in the hospital 
won’t be affected, Allain 
said, as toys for inpatient 
play areas are cleaned regu¬ 
larly with disinfectant. She 
called toy removal from 
waiting rooms a “temporary 
measure” to address the 
pandemic of influenza A 
(HlNl), also known as swine 
flu. 

Capital Health spokes¬ 
man John Gillis confirmed 
Thursday hospitals in that 
jurisdiction, which includes 
HRM and west Hants Coun¬ 
ty, are also removing read¬ 
ing material from “public 
areas.”

From no call to no tell 

CRTC won't disclose identities of list violators 


The CRTC is to hold secret 
talks next week to 
determine whether three 
unidentified 

telemarketers knowingly 
violated the national do- 
not-call list, the Toronto 
Star has learned. 

The agency has gone to 
extraordinaiy lengths to 
ensure you don’t know 
who the telemarketers are 
and what they did. They 
won’t even let you know 
when exactly the three 
CRTC commissioners han¬ 
dling the matter are going 
to talk to each other by 
phone. 

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission took 
the step of striking the 
panel after the telemar¬ 
keters refused to pay 
undisclosed fines. 

A CRTC spokesperson 
said if the three commis¬ 
sioners, Timothy Denton,

up to $15,000 per call, and 
individuals can be fined up 
to $1,500. 

Louise Poirier and Michel 
Arpin, determine the tele¬ 
marketers violated the al¬ 
most year-old rules, only 
then will their names be 
published along with the 
fine on the CRTC website. 

Critics say it is hard to 
believe a government 
agency would shield 
scofflaw telemarketers by 
first refusing to name 
them, then conducting a 
hearing behind closed 
doors. 

The no-call list law was 
introduced in September 
2008 to protect consumers 
from being bothered by 
telemarketers. Some seven 


million telephone num¬ 
bers have been registered 
on the do-not-call list. 

Queen’s University law 
professor Art Cockfield 
said yesterday the CRTC 
should be shaming tele¬ 
marketers, not going to 
great lengths to protect 
their identity. 

Besides refusing to name 
telemarketers, the CRTC 
went as far as tell the 
Toronto Star “there are no 
documents” relating to of¬ 
fending telemarketers, 
even though it has issued a 
total of seven telemar¬ 
keters with violation no¬ 
tices and confirmed that 
hundreds of others were 
under investigation. 

“Disclosing the identity 
of the telemarketing com¬ 
pany would act as a signifi¬ 
cant deterrent, the so- 
called shaming factor,” 
said Cockfield.

PM vows better times for Arctic residents

NUNAVUT As Canada asserts 
sovereignty claims in the 
Arctic, it must also do a 
better job of ensuring the 
region’s residents share in 
its resources. Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper said 
Thursday. 

Harper made his com¬ 
ments in the coastal ham¬ 
let of Pangnirtung on Baf¬ 
fin Island in Nunavut, as 
he continued his tour of 
Canada’s Far North. 

Many residents of the 
Arctic, where a large por¬ 
tion of the population is 
aboriginal, say they have 
too often been left behind 
in the rush to exploit the 
natural resources beneath 
their feet. 

“We are very concerned 
that as development oc¬ 
curs here in the territoiy, 
local people don’t just 
share in the wealth gener¬ 
ated from the develop¬ 
ment, but that they (also) 
share in the development 
itself,” Harper told re¬ 
porters. 

He outlined Ottawa’s 
plan to spend $17 million 
to improve the local har¬ 


bour for fishermen. 

The nearby waters are 
rich in turbot and arctic 
char, but the lack of a good 
dock forces fishermen to 
wait until high tide to un¬ 
load their catches, a 
process that can force 
them to remain on the wa¬ 
ter in small boats in bad 


weather. 

Harper dismissed criti¬ 
cism that his government 
has put too much empha¬ 
sis on the militaiy compo¬ 
nent, while not doing 
enough to address infra¬ 
structure problems such as 
aging electricity facilities

Close to 69,000 Ontario 
residents were left 
without power after a se¬ 
ries of destructive 
thunderstorms and several 
tornadoes ripped through 
southwestern Ontario last 
night. 

Over lialf of tliese resi¬ 
dents are in tlie area of 
Owen Sound and Walker- 
ton, which is just north of 
Durham, Ont., where a tor¬ 
nado was spotted. 

The OPP have confirmed 


there is at least one fatality 
after strong winds and 
storms blasted through the 
town of Durham, 50 kilo¬ 
metres south of Owen 
Sound, this afternoon. Res¬ 
idents said a shed col¬ 
lapsed in a conservation 
park in the north end of 
town, killing a person in¬ 
side. 

Another 6,000 people in 
cottage country near Geor¬ 
gian Bay and in Muskoka 
were left in the dark, said 


Hydro One representative 
Daniele Gauvin. The num¬ 
bers do not include homes 
and businesses in the York 
region, which was battered 
by high winds. 

In Toronto, subway serv¬ 
ice was suspended be¬ 
tween Wilson and 
Downsview stations after 
outages. There were also 
multiple pockets of power 
outages throughout the 
city and downtown.

Afghans turn out to 
vote despite violence

Millions of Afghans went 
to the polls Thursday, de¬ 
fying Taliban threats of vi¬ 
olence and sporadic 
attacks to choose a presi¬ 
dent in the midst of a 
worsening war. 

“The Afghan people 
dared rockets, bombs and 
intimidation and came out 
to vote,” President Hamid 
Karzai told a news confer¬ 
ence after polls closed. 

The Afghan government 
said nine civilians and 14 
members of the security 
forces were killed in a total 
of 135 incidents countiy- 
wide on polling day. 

Rockets fell on towns, es¬ 
pecially in the south and 
east, and two gunmen wear¬ 
ing suicide vests were killed 
in a gunbattle in Kabul, but 
the Taliban failed to mount 
a single spectacular strike 
that could threaten the poll 
itself 

Violence in the morning 
tapered off as the day went 
on. 

“Overall, the seouity situ¬ 
ation has been better than 
we feared. That is certainly 
the most positive aspect of 
these elections,” said Kai Ei- 
de, head of the UN mission 
in Kabul.

has, in general, allowed 
people to take part in the 
elections,” he said. 

Pre-election polls showed 
Karzai, in power since 2001, 
is likely to win but not by 
enough to avoid a run-off 
against his main challenger, 
his former foreign minister 
Abdullah Abdullah, who ran 
a surprisingly energetic 
campaign. 

If Karzai fails to win more 
than 50 per cent of the vote 


he will face a run-off in Oc¬ 
tober, most likely against 
Abdullah. 

The president relied for 
votes on the endorsements 
of many of the countiy’s no¬ 
torious former militia 
chiefs, raising alarm among 
his Western backers that 
the cost of a victoiy in the 
election could be a return of 
warlords to power. 

The election was also a 
test for U.S. President 
Barack Obama, who has or¬ 
dered a massive troop build¬ 
up this year as part of a 
strategy to reverse Taliban 
gains. U.S. officials were 
clearly relieved that elec¬

A stabilizing U.S. financial 
sector has freed President 
Barack Obama to trim 
2009 budget deficit projec¬ 
tions, but the still-record- 
breaking figure will not 
make it any easier for him 
to sell health-care reform. 

The White House budget 
office will lower its deficit 
forecast next week for the 
current fiscal year to $1.58 
trillion US from $1.84 tril¬ 
lion after removing $250 
billion set aside for bank 
bailouts. 

The decision shows the 
administration has enough 
confidence in the financial 
sector’s strength to forego 
an option to ask the U.S. 
Congress for further res¬ 
cue funds. 

But the lower figure’s re¬ 
lease, which comes at a 
convenient time for Oba¬ 


ma as he tries to overcome 
critics’ concerns about a 
nearly $ 1-trillion overhaul 
of the health-care system, 
does not change a key 


problem: the deficit is still 
in the trillions of dollars. 

“The size of the deficit 
remains large and most 
Americans will see it that 


i way,” said Julian Zelizer, a

I “In this case, the devil is 
^ not in the details but 
rather it is in the trillion- 
dollar figure.” 

The Congressional Budg¬ 
et Office will offer its latest 
deficit projections on Tues¬ 
day, setting up a potential 
clash of fiscal outlooks. 
Previous CBO estimates 
showed the deficit topping 
$1.8 trillion in 2009, large¬ 
ly because of Obama’s 
$ 787-billion economic 
stimulus package.

$1.84 trillion — represent¬ 
ing a huge 12.9 per cent of 
gross domestic product.

Get the province out of our property tax trap 



The previous provincial 
government moved to 
freeze the assessments on 
residential waterfront 
properties and subsequent¬ 
ly followedup by limiting 
the assessment increases of 
all residential property to 
the rate of inflation. 

I should point out right 
away these actions were 
taken in an effort to deal 
with pressures regarding 
escalating taxation levels 
on waterfront property in 
particular, and would ap¬ 
pear to have been an appar¬ 
ently easy and quick solu¬ 
tion to an annoying prob¬ 
lem which, if not dealt 
with more thoughtfully. 


will give rise to steadily in¬ 
creasing problems over 
time. Is it reasonable that 
all of the other properties 
should subsidize those 
with frozen assessments? 

Is it reasonable to expect 
all of the other taxpayers to 
share in the frozen taxes of 
a waterfront property that 
is increasing in value? 

The only result is to 
make the assessment 
process more complex and 
less accurate. 

It doesn’t limit taxes 
overall, although it may 
skew the apportionment 
between properties. 

Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality has had a taxation re¬ 
view committee working 
for about two years, so far 
without an acceptable out¬ 
come, which emphasizes 
assessment and taxation 
aren’t easy issues. 


The situation is wors¬ 
ened by generations of 
politicians clouding the dis¬ 
tinctions between assess¬ 
ment levels and rates of 
taxation, which results in 
general confusion over the 
issue. 

Until we find a better 
way of apportioning taxes 
we should avoid distortions 
of the present system. 

All should be made 
aware however, that freez¬ 
ing assessments is danger¬ 
ous. Freezing assessments 
over a long period of time 
results in property getting 
way out of line from mar¬ 
ket values and consequent¬ 
ly, much less accurate and 
more difficult to assess. 

It also means when a 
property with an assess¬ 
ment level has been frozen 
for a while is sold, the as¬ 
sessment level reverts to 


the current market with a 
consequent sudden (and 
potentially large) increase 
in taxes. 

That will act as a depres¬ 
sor to property values and 
a barrier to new entrants to 
the property market. 

As a result of an unfair 
burden of taxation, young 
families will be dissuaded 
from locating in our com¬ 
munity. 

We should stop tiying to 
use the assessment process 
as a social support system 
and deal with cases of hard¬ 
ship in another way. 

Our new NDP govern¬ 
ment must get Nova Scotia 
out of this potential disas¬ 
trous property tax trap as 
soon as possible.

If Matt Stoddard's career

TRACK Jamaica’s Usain Bolt 
shattered his own 200-me- 
tre world record on Thurs¬ 
day to win gold at the world 
championships in a breath¬ 
taking 19.19 seconds and se¬ 
cure his place as the great¬ 
est sprinter ever seen. 

One year exactly after he 
posted 19.30 seconds at the 
Beijing Ol 5 mipics to beat 
Michael Johnson’s “un¬ 
touchable” 19.32 from the 
Atlanta Games, he sliced an¬ 
other 11 hundredths of a 
second off just as he did in 
Sunday’s 100 when he ran 
9.58. 

Bolt, who turns 23 on Sat¬ 
urday, is now the world 
record holder and world 


and Olympic champion in 
both sprints — something 
no other athlete has 
achieved. 

“I was trying, I was dy¬ 
ing,” he said. “It wasn’t a 
good race I can say but it 
was a fast one.” 

Jamaica’s gold rush con¬ 
tinued in the women’s 400 
hurdles when Olympic 
champion Melaine Walker 
ran the second-fastest time 
ever — 52.42 seconds — to 
take the island’s tally to five. 

Ryan Brathwaite of Barba¬ 
dos won the 110 hurdles in 
a blanket finish with the 
first three divided by one 
hundredth of a second.

There are parts of Inglouri¬ 
ous Basterds — Quentin 
Tarantino’s intentionally 
audacious fusing of 
spaghetti westerns and 
Second World War epics — 
that are brilliant. But there 
are just as many parts sur¬ 
rounding them that fall 
flat. 

Tarantino loves playing 
with audience expecta¬ 
tions as to who lives and 
dies, and here it can get 
frustrating, with time and 
dialogue lavished on seem¬ 
ingly important characters 
who get snuffed out with 


minimal fanfare. 

It’s interesting, then, 
that the most compelling 
person in the film, the vil¬ 
lain Col. Landa (Christoph 
Waltz), is pure conven¬ 
tion: A smiling, charming 
and deliciously evil Nazi. 
That the character pops 
off the screen so well is all 
thanks to the incredible 
performance Austrian- 
born Waltz delivers. He 
commands the audience’s 
attention, and richly re¬ 
wards them for it. 

His first chance to shine 
is perhaps the film’s bright¬ 
est moment, an opening se¬ 
quence set in a French 
farmhouse in which Landa 
interrogates a farmer who 
may or may not be hiding a 
Jewish family. As a stand¬ 
alone scene, it is perhaps 
Tarantino’s best ever. Con¬ 
versely, another standalone 
scene, set in a German base¬ 
ment tavern, literally splits

the film down the middle, 
killing any momentum 
built up and cancelling out 
much of the work the story 
had done. It’s quite frustrat¬ 
ing — and the new best ex¬ 
ample of Tarantino’s chron¬ 
ic self-indulgence going hor¬ 
ribly wrong. 

Two main sticking 
points keep Basterds from 
succeeding as a whole. The 
first is the name. The film 


is being sold on Brad Pitt’s 
titular team of American 
Jews on a mission of bmtal 
revenge against Nazis. Ex¬ 
cept they’re supporting 
characters at best, and 
most of their action takes 
place off-screen. (Of the 
eight Basterds, half don’t 
even have dialogue.) 

The other main problem 
is the intertwining of plot 
threads — or lack thereof.

The climax of the film 
brings the biggest names of 
the Third Reich to a movie

abashedly about myself 
and you’re either going to 
like them or go against 
them,” he says, “but that’s 
OK because I like me.” 

Tarantino’s films — Pulp 
Fiction, Jackie Brown and 
Kill Bill Vol. 1 and 2, to 
name a few — sharply po¬ 
larize people. For every 
person who gets all 
aquiver at the prospect of a 
new picture from the 
Reservoir Dogs director, 
there’s another who thinks 
his movies are too long, 
too self-indulgent and too 


derivative. 

Despite those criticisms, 
fair or not, there can be no 
argument that of all the 
brand name directors 
working today Tarantino is 
the most audacious. His 
films are a singular vision 
and this weekend’s Inglou- 
rious Basterds is no excep¬ 
tion. 

His films are unapolo- 
getically bloody, in-your- 
face talky and ripe with 
larger-than-life characters, 
and perhaps it’s those 
qualities that rub certain 
people the wrong way. 

He refuses to play it safe 
and take the Michael Bay 
road churning out Hasbro 
movies. He’s told inter¬ 
viewers he would die to 
make his movies perfect, 
and I believe him, but I’m 
a fan. 

Not all critics are. Writer 
Ryan Gilbey said Death 
Proof represented “a sort 
of embarrassment of rich¬ 
es, only without the rich¬ 
es,” and more recently the 
Guardian called Inglouri- 
ous Basterds “an armor- 


plated turkey.” Everyone is 
entitled to his or her opin¬ 
ion, but I think the Taranti¬ 
no hecklers miss the point. 

Tarantino is a provoca¬ 
teur who excels when he 
doesn’t play nice with the 
audience. Unlike the vast 


majority of films at the lo¬ 
cal bijou, his films demand 
something from an audi¬ 
ence; they demand to be 
noticed and argued about 
over coffee (or something 
stronger) afterward. Many 
films fade quickly from 


memoiy, but, like them or 
not, Tarantino’s don’t. 

When he’s at his best— 
Reservoir Dogs, Pulp Fic¬ 
tion and Inglourious Bas¬ 
terds — the movies are 
transformative cinematic 
experiences, but even 


''YouVe either going 
to like them or go 
against them.”

when he’s not in top form 
— say. Death Proof — his 
work is, as critic Peter 
Bradshaw said, “more in¬ 
teresting than the success¬ 
es of dullards and mid- 
dleweights churning out 
Identikit films by the 
truckload.” 

Tarantino’s films aren’t 
for eveiyone, but it’s unde¬ 
niable that he takes 
movies seriously. 

So seriously in fact, that 
the heroine in Inglourious 
Basterds is a cinema owner 
who literally uses film to 
bring down the Third Re¬ 
ich. I love that. 

Say what you will, you 
can never accuse Tarantino 
of being boring.

The Jay Leno Show debuts Sept. 14 at lO p.m. 

Working overtime 
in new prime-time 


After 17 years of late night 
TV chat, Jay Leno says he’s 
working harder than ever 
to fill his eagerly- 
anticipated new prime¬ 
time show with comedy. 

“It’s a lot of material to 
fill. It is a lot of jokes. This 
is lot more work. A lot 
more work. You’re doing 
probably three shows 
worth of comedy every 
night,” Leno told reporters 
on Wednesday. 

“On The Tonight Show 
we had maybe two talking 
guests and a band. That’s 
not a lot of work for me. 
But this will be a lot more 
work,” he said. 

Leno, 59, said The Jay 
Leno Show was heavier on 
comedy than talk and that 
he planned to open each 
night with an 8-12 minute 
comic mono¬ 
logue, which 
takes about 5- 
6 hours to 
prepare every 
day. 

And with 
just one 
celebrity 
guest each 
night, he has 
hired a team 
of upcoming 
young come¬ 
dians as “cor¬ 
respondents” 
to give an 
oddball take on the news 
of the day and topical is¬ 
sues. 

One segment, already 
taped ahead of the Sept. 14 
debut of his 10 p.m., five 
nights-a-week experiment 
for NBC, involves a visit to 
a retirement center to 

teach seniors about the 

whys and wherefores of 
the Twitter social phenom¬ 
enon. 

“It is veiy gentle, veiy 
kind. But it is just funny,” 
said Leno, admitting he 
was “not a real Twitter per¬ 
son” himself 


The most exciting new 
venture for Leno, an avid 
collector of vintage cars, is 
the installment of a race 
car track outside his TV 
studio in suburban Los An¬ 
geles. 

Celebrities will be invit¬ 
ed to power round the 
track against the clock in 
an electric car challenge 
for a place on a roll of hon¬ 
our of the fastest times 
over the season. 

Leno said actor Tom 
Cruise and Grey’s Anatomy 
star Patrick Dempsey were 
among those eager to take 
part. 

Leno’s move from 11:30 
p.m. to the prime-time 10 
p.m. slot traditionally oc¬ 
cupied by expensive script¬ 
ed drama on leading U.S. 
networks is being closely 
watched by 
the industry 
as NBC strug¬ 
gles to retain 
audiences 
and cut costs 
in the face of 
declining ad¬ 
vertising rev¬ 
enue and in¬ 
creased com¬ 
petition from 
videogames 
and social 
networking. 

“We can do 
five shows 
for less than the price of 
one CSI or Law & Order 
episode,” he said. 

But Leno again shrugged 
off suggestions that the fu¬ 
ture of NBC, currently lag¬ 
ging in last place in terms 
of viewership among the 
four major TV networks, 
hinged on the success or 
failure of his new venture. 

“We’re not here to revo¬ 
lutionize an54:hing or 
change the world. It is just 
a comedy show,” he said. 
“We’ll try this and see 
what happens.

Jackson Brothers reality series 


TV Before Michael Jackson 
died, his brothers filmed a 
one-hour pilot for A&E 
that was supposed to in¬ 
clude a reunion perform¬ 
ance with Michael.

But sources say that

Meanwhile, the pilot — 
which might include at 
least a reference at its end 
that Michael has died — 
will air on A&E within the 
month, sources say. 

The deal was put to¬ 
gether by Danny O’Dono¬ 
van, who has managed 
the group since they left 
Motown in the late 1970s.
